On the 24th June 1444, he aſſembled at Drog- 
heda many of xhe Privy Council, Nobility, and 


_ Gentry of the Engiifp Pale, and declared, that 
he had now held the place of chief Governor 
of the kingdom for the ſpace of three years and 


more, and that it had pleaſed the King, by his let- 


ter and writ under the privy ſeal, ſent by Robert 
Mansfield, Eſq; groom of his bedchamber, to 
command him over to his preſence, withour des 
lay or excuſe, notwithſtanding the commotions 


then ſubſiſting in Ireland; wherefore he required 


of them, that they would declare before the ſaid 


meſſenger, if he had committed, during his go- 


vernment, any extortion contrary to the laws, 


Or 
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or had been remiſs in executing the laws. Where- 
upon, after ſome time ſpent in confideration of 
his conduct, Sir James Allen declared, that 
there was not one there that could in any mat- 
ter complain of him; but were all fully thank- 
ful ro him for his good andy gracious govern- 
ment; for the pains he had taken in defence of 
the land, having undergone great and continual 
labours; and had alſo, beſides the allowance of 
the government, been at great expence for the 
honour of the King and defence of the king- 
dom; and added, that if at that time he ſhould. 
leave the kingdom, it would be expoſed to great 


danger ; 3 and deſired that Richard Wogan, 


chancellor, father Hugh Middleton, or Robert 
Mansfield, would repair to the King, and pro- 
cure a ſafe paſſage for him; and declare, that 
there was then great confederacy to deſtroy his 
liege ſubjects, and that if it pleaſed his Highneſs 
to give the Lord Lieutenant leave to ſtay till : 
Michaelmas, ſo that his ſubjects might gather 
in their harveſt, it would be a great comfort to 
them, and confuſion to their enemies. Upon 
this repreſentation, the King diſpenſed with his 
_ artendance in England: but two years after 
D (1446) 
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(1446) ſome of the Lords and Commons peti- 
tioned his Majeſty for his removal, ſetting forth, 
„That he was old and feeble, and had loſt 


<« many of his old caſtles for want of defence, 
« and therefore was not likely to maintain, much 


<< leſs enlarge, the King's poſſeſſions in Ireland.“ 


Upon this he was diſmiſſed, tho the Biſhop and 
Chapter of Cork, the c6rporations of Cork and 
' Youghall; che lords Barry, Roche, and others, 
gave a full teſtimonial of his great ſervices ; which 
however had this good effect, that the next year 
when the Earl of Shrewſbury, Lord Lieutenant, 
accuſed him of high 'treafon before the Duke 


of Bedford, conſtable of England, in the Mar- 


and examining the cauſe himſelf, was ſo fully 


convinced of its being founded in malice, that 
he ordered all the proceedings to, be cancelled ; 


and declared by patent, aoth September 1448, 


That the Earl of Ormond was faithful in his 
<« allegiance, meritorious in his ſervices, and un- 


<« taiited in his fame; that no one ſhould dare, 


on pain of his indignation, to revive the ac- 


8 S cuſation, or reproach his conduct; 3 and that 
& his' 
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& his accuſers were men of no credit, nor ſhould 
their teſtimony be admitted in any caſe.” And 
A writ, reciting all this, dated 21ſt November, 
atteſted by his mortal enemy, Richard, Biſhop 
of Dublin, deputy to his brother Shrewſbury, 
was ſent to the magiſtrates of Limerick, and 
other towns, to cauſe proclamation thereof to 
be made throughout the kingdom. 
His lordſhip was a great lover of hiſtory and 
antiquities, and gave linds for eyer to the col- 
lege of Heralds ; for which, until the reforma- 
tion of religion, he was prayed for in all their 
public meetpgs, and conſtantly after remember- 
ed as a ſpecial benefactor. He built the caſtles 
of Tulleophelim, Nenagh, Roſcrea, and Tem- 
plemore ; and gaye the manor and advowſon of 
Huckcote in Bucks to the hoſpital of St. Tho- 
mas D*Acres 1 in London, which was confirmed 
by parliament 31 Henry VI. at the ſuit of his 
ſon. He married firſt Johan, daughter to Ge- 
rald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, who dying 3d 
Auguſt 1430, was buried in the ſaid hoſpital ; 
and ſecondly, in 1432, Elizabeth, daughter to 
. | Wil- 
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William Beauchamp, Lord Bergavenny, and 
widow of John, Lord Grey of Wilton; but 
by her, who died 6th Auguſt 1452, a few days 
before him, he had no iſſue; having by the 
firſt three ſons, James, John, and Thomas, ſuc- 
ceſſive Earls of Ormond; and two daughters. 
Elizabeth, the ſecond wife of John the ſecond 
Earl of Shrewſbury, and died in 1473 ; and 
Anne, who died unmarried, and hes buried in 
the church of Shere in Surrey, under a marble 
graveſtone, on the north ſide of the high altar, 
with this memorial ;

He died at Ardee 23d Avguſt 1452, on his 
return from an expedition againſt Connor 0 
. Mulrian, and was buried in St. Mary's abby 
near Dublin being ſucceeded by his 88 ſon, 


JAMES, * Fifth Earl of Ormond, who was 
born 24th November 1420, and knighted when 
very young by King Henry VI. with whom he 


was in great eſteem, He attended Richard, 
| Puke 
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Duke of York, regent of France into that king- 
dom; and, in conſideration of his adherence and 
fidelity to the Lancaſtrian intereſt againſt the 
houſe of York, was created a peer of England 
8th July 1449, by the title of Earl of Wiltſhire, 
to him and the heirs male of his body; and in 
1450 conſtitured one of the commiſſioners, ta 
whom the cuſtody of Calais, the tower of Riſe- 
bank and marches of Picardy were commited 
for the term of five years. In 1451 he was 
made Lord Deputy of Ireland, and the next 
year ſucceeding his father in the title of Ormond, 
vas appointed Lord Lieutenant 12th May 1453 
for ten years; alſo 15th March 1455, Lord High 
Treaſurer of England ; and ſhortly after attend- 
ed the King at the battle of St. Albans, where 
the Yorkiſts prevailing, he fled, caſting his ar- 
mour into a ditch; yet, on a turn of affairs, 
was reſtored to his poſt of Treafurer 37 Henry 
VI. and the next year created a Knight of the 
_ Garter, and made keeper of the foreſt or park 

of Pederton in Somerſetſhire, and of Cranbourn 
chace in the Counties of Wilts and Dorſet. He 
ſoon after fitted out five great ſhips of Genoa, to 

tx 
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Gght the Earl of Warwick's fleet, with which he 
ſailed to the Netherlands; but returning before 
the battle of Wakefield, fought 3 1ſt December 
1460, he oommanded one wing of the army, 
which incloſed and flew the Duke of York, fa- 
ther of King Edward IV; but 29th March 
1461, being at the bloody battle of Towton- 
field, he was taken priſoner by Richard Salkeld 
beheaded at Newcaſtle 1ſt May, and, in the en- 
ſuing parliament, which met 4th November, 
attainted. 

He married three wives; firſt Avicia, only 
daughter to John Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel, 
Duke of Touraine in F rance, and heir to her 
brother Humphry, who died 6th Henry VI; 
to his ſecond, Avicia, daughter of Sir Richard 
Stafford, a great heireſs ; and to his third, Ele- 
nor, eldeſt daughter to Edmond Beaufort, Duke 


of Somerſet; but having no iſe, was s ſucceeded 
by his brother,

tainted; yet by King Edward IV. was reſtored in

ee held; and the fineſt gentleman in Chriſtendom 5 
« and that if good breeding, nurture, and libe- 
« ral qualities were loſt in the world, they might 
« all be found in John, Earl of Ormond,” He 
was a perfect maſter of all the languages of Eu- 
tope, and there was ſcarce a court in it, to 
which that prince did not ſend him embaſſador ; 3 
but, in a fit of devotion, making a journey to 
Jeruſalem, he died in the Holy Land 1478, un- 
married, and was ſucceeded by his only brother, 


Sir THOMAS BUTLER, the Seventh Earl 
of Ormond, who was allo attainted ; but in 
November 1485 reſtored by Henry VIlth's 
| firſt parliament; and the ſtatutes made at 
Weſtminſter, 1 Edward IV. which declared him 
and his brothers traitors, were utterly abro- 
| gated. He was ſoon after ſworn of the privy 


coun- 
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chanel vf England; in 1491 accompanied the 
King with a powerful army, in aid of Maximilian 

the Emperor againſt the French; in 1492 was ap. 
pointed Chamberlain to the queen; and in Sep- 
tember that year, ſent with Thomas Goldſton, 
prior of Canterbury, embaſſadors to Charles 
VIII.

JAMES, the Ninth Earl of Ormond, was a 


moſt honourable and wofrthy nobleman, and in 


great eſteem with King Henry VIII. who, 5th 


July 1532, made him Lord High Treaſurer of 


Ireland for life; and 11th May 1535, Admiral 
of the Kingdom, with the cuſtody of all the _ 


ports thereof. In 1534 he not only refuſed to 


join with his kinſman Thomas Lord Offaley, in 
his rebellion, who earneſtly ſolicited his concur- 


rence by letter ; but in his anſwer told him, © he 


te had rather in that quarrel die his enemy than 
” « live his partner; and when that Lord thought 
to force him to a compliance, by invading his 
lands, he refolutely oppoſed him; and in an en-

ny of his followers; but being himſelf ſore 
wounded, was carried to his houſe at Dunmore 3 
and the enemy apprehending another battle with 
freſh forces, retired out of the country, and were 
ſoon after ſubdued. By privy ſeal, dated at 
Southampton 3d October, and by patent at 
Dublin 2d January 1535, he was created Viſ- 
count Thurles ;-and in 1536 timely oppoſed the 
diſturbances “ in Munſter, begun by James Earl 
of Deſmond; and the Lord Lieutenant Grey 
going to England with the Fitz-Geralds, he

He was commiſſioned 8th Auguſt 1539, to 
purſue and take into protection the rebels of 
Connaught, and ſuch as were in arms in the 
fouth parts of Munſter: and 1oth April 1543, 
was, by ſpecial commiſſion, authorized to levy 
and lead men, through the counties of Tippe- 
rary, Waterford, Cork, Kerry, Ormond, and 
| Deſmond; to impriſon as he ſaw fit; to 
purſue and give protections for ſuppreſſing re- 
bels, and quieting the country; and the next 
year was, with others, ſent by the Lord Deputy 
and council into Clanrickard, to pacify a tumult 
raiſed there after the death of Ulick, chief of that 
country, which he ſoon performed. In 1545, at 
the King's inftance, he went General of the Irifh 
forces into Scotland, in aid of the Earl of Le- 
nox, with twenty- eight ſhips, to recover that 
earldom to Matthew Steuart, of which he had 
been diſpoſſeſſed; but without ſucceſs ; for when 
he came upon the Scotch coaſt, (where the Ha- 
miltons had promiſed to deliver the caſtle of 


; Dunbritton to Lenox) he perceived a vaſt army 
gathered, 
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gathered to oppoſe him; whereupon, by com- 
mon aſſent, he returned into England; and 
17th October 1546, was himſelf, and thirty-five 
of his ſeryants, poiſoned at a ſupper at Ely-houſe 
in Holbourn, of whom James White, ſteward 
of his houſhold, and eighteen more died, and he 
languiſhing until the 28th, then deceaſed. His 
body was interred in St. Thomas D' Acres, ac-

THOMAS, the Tenth Earl Ormond, being 


at his father's death only fourteen years old, it 
was ordered by the ſtate, that the Lord Juſtice, 


with the army, ſhould draw into thoſe parts of 


„ country, to preſerve the peace and kis inhe- 


ritance; and that the rule of the counties of 


Kilkenny and Tipperary, ſhould be committed 5 


to his mother, his uncle Richard, and other 


friends. He was brought up from his infancy 


in the court of England, where he was inſtructed 


with King Edvard VI. who took great delight 
in his company, and at whoſe coronation 20th 
February 1546, he was made a Knight of the 
Bath; and was a youth of ſuch great hopes, that 


the

the Xing, th September 1543, directed the 
Lord Deputy Birmingham to allow him two 
hundred marks a year during his minority; and 
17th October 1551, ordered a year's releaſe of 
his wardſhip. He ſerved as a voluntier under 

the Duke of Somerſet in his Scots expedition, 
and behaved with great bravery in the battle of 
Muſſelburgh. In Queen Mary's reign he com- 
manded a troop of horſe, and gave extraordinary 
proofs of his fidelity and courage, as a heute- 
nant of the horſemen, in ſuppreſſing Wyar' s re- 
bellion in 13343 after which, in November, he 
came to Ireland, and in July 1 556, accompanied 
the Lord Lieutenant with a body of two hun- 
dred horſe and five hundred foot, which he 
maintained at his own charge, againſt the Scots 
Iſlanders, who had made a deſcent into Ulſter 
and beſieged Carrickfergus, when he diſtinguiſh- 
ed himſelf in the battle fought the 18th of that 
month, in which the Scots were entirely routed : 
on the 1oth Auguſt 1557, he ſerved againſt an- 
other body of them, who had invaded Tyrcon- 

nell; and ſoon after relieved the Earl of Tho- 
mond, beſieged in his caſtle of Bunratty, and

1558, attended with many gentlemen, hejoined

there, one year before he had ſued out his livery, FO | 


which time he had the farm of his own lands granted to him, 
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He continued in the eſteem of Queen Eliza 
beth throughout her long reign; ſhe conſidered 
him as her relation; and had the higheſt opi- 
nion of his capacity, fidelity, and zeal for her 


ſervice, 


the rents whereof for that year remained unpaid z the Queen, 


in conſideration of his good ſervice. diſcharged him from the 
| fame, as ſhe allo did the arrears of rent due upon certain lands 
granted to him by Queen Mary : alſo, for his ſervices a- 
gainſt the traitors of Leix, by patent, dated 28th February 
1562, ſhe granted to him and his heirs-male the abby of Leix 
in the Queen's County ; and 3d October 1563, in fee-farm, 


all the poſſeſſions of the monaſtery of Holy Croſs, advowſons 


of churches excepted. By privy ſeal zoth June 1 569, as a 
reward for ſuppreſſing the rebellion of his brothers, he was 


reſtored to the prize-wines of Voughall and K ingſale, which 


had been ſequeſtred in 1563, on a claim to them by Garret 
' Earl of Deſmond ; and had his lands exem pted from all ceſſes 
and impoſitions, ſubſidies to the crown excepted ; which 
_ exemption was confirmed by King James, 5 th December 


1611. He received other conſiderable grants from Queen 


Elizabeth; and at bis Lardſhip's inſtance, King James I. by 


patent 26th November 1604, granted to him and his heirs, 
gll the premiſſes contained in the patents of Queen Mary, 
by the twentieth part of a Knight's fee; aud all contained 


in the patents of Queen Elizabeth, at the rept of 101. 58. 
Fiſh. ; 
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ſervice, which he took all occaſions to promote 
and advance, by ſuppreſſing the commotions in 
Munſter and elſewhere, of which our public 
hiſtories relate many particulars, and ſhew his 


ſervices to have been very conſiderable. The 


Queen, 25th Auguſt 1559, made him Lord 
Treaſurer of Ireland, in which poſt he continued 


to his death; and 3oth of that month was ſworn 


of her privy-council. On the 13th April 1563, 
he was joined with Richard Lord Mountgarret, 

and others in commiſſion, to preſerve the peace 
in the counties of Kilkenny and Tipperary, du- 
ring the Deputy's abſence, againſt Shane O 


| Neile : on the 6th October that year, he was 


in commiſſion to make, enquiry in order to re- 


dreſs all offences in eccleſiaſtical matters; and 


was generally named in all commiſſions of public 
importance, In 1575 the Lord Deputy Sidney 
appointed him Lord Lieutenant of the counties 
of Kilkenny and Tipperary ; alſo 6th January 
1578, he was made Governor of the province of 


Munſter; and in 1381, the Queen conſtituted 


him Lord High Marſhal of England, in which 


office he continued for a time, until (at his 


carneſt 


E 
earneſt fuit) he was diſcharged; the cauſe mov» 
ing him to ſurrender this honourable employ- 
ment, was the apprehenſion that he ſhould 
be tied to continual attendance in England, and 
thereby be made a ſtranger to his own country; 
a thought he could not endure. He arrived at 
Waterford about the end of January 1582, witk 
a ſupply of four hundred men, and a commiſſion 
appointing him General of Munſter. 

"2 was preſent in the parliaments of 1559 
and 1585, fitting in both as Lord High Trea- 
ſurer. On 15th Augult 1594, he was appointed 
Chief Leader (in the Deputy's abſence) and 
Commander of the forces in Leinſter ; was made 
a Knight Companion of the Order of the Gar- 
ter 23d May 1396; and the next year the re- 
bels growing very formidable, and the Deputy 
in September marching into the North, his 
Lordſhip was appointed General of Leinſter, 

but without either army or ammunition, which 
the Lord Deputy took with him; a want how: 
ever that he ſupplied, for he took the field at 

his own charge; wherawhe continued all the 
month of Ober and November to cover the 


caſtles 
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caſtles of Leighlin and Carlow; and in the 
beginning of December, was ordered to take on 
him the command of the army at Dundalk, 
having been 29th October, by a particular com- 
miſſion, appointed Captain and Lieutenant Ge- 
neral of all her Majeſty's forces in Ireland by 
ſea and land ; and by her letter from Weſtmin- 
ſer 15th November, had the principal charge 
of all martial ſervices, with the entertainment 
of an hundred marks by the month, thirty horſe- 
men, and as many footmen in wages. After 
which, Tiroen applied to him to procure a com- 
miſlion to treat with him; which being obtain- 
ed, they met at Dundalk 22d December, and 
Tirden making his ſubmiſſion in writing, a ceſſa- 
tion of arms for eight weeks was concluded, on 
certain articles, which ended ina general pardon 
to Tiròen 11th April 1598 ; yet, though he re- 
ceived it, being reſolved to continue his diſloyal 
courſes, he never pleaded it; fo that in the year 
-1600 he was outlawed upon an indictment 
brought againſt him in September 1595. He 
continued to proſecute the rebels with great vi- 
gour; and held, in 1399, all his caſtles in the 
8 Fo Ea county 
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county of Kilkenny, and fix in Carlow, for the 
Queen ; but, 1oth April 1600, going eight 
miles from Kilkenny to parley with Owny Mac 
Rory O More, he was treacherouſly taken pri- 
ſoner, and detained by him to 12th June, when 
he obtained his liberty by delivering hoſtages for 
the payment of 3000 l. if he ſhould ſeek revenge 
for that injury; but the cuſtody of the provinces | 
of Leinſter and Munſter being committed to 
him, his Lordſhip (notwithſtanding his hoſtages 
were in Otwny's hands, who in a little time found 
means to eſcape) abated nothihg of his wonted 
activity and ſeverity ; and 28th May 1603, had 
his commiſſion of Lieutenant General of the 
army renewed by King James I. & 0 

His Lordſhip * having loſt his ſight about 
fifteen years before his death, departed this life

* He was a man of very great parts, admirable judg- 
ment, vaſt experience, and a prodigious memory ; his capa- 
city and talents rendered him equal to the moſt important 
and difficult employments, and his loyalty made him fit to 
be employed in thoſe of the greateſt truſt, in the moſt intri- 
cate and dangerous ſituation of affairs.

| JAMES, the eldeſt fon. of Thomas Lord 
Thurles, and fſucceſior to his grandfather Walter, 
was the Twelfth Earl and Firſt Duke of Ormond,

parliament with it: which ſo incenſed the Deputy (not ac- 
cuſtomed to have his orders diſobeyed) that his lordſhip, was 
called upon in the evening to anſwer it; who thereupon pro» 
_ duced his Majeſty's writ, calling him to parliament, Cin@us 
eum Cladio, or Per Cincturam Gladii : which anſwer being 
unexpected, and finding him likely to prove an untractable 
companion, it was in deliberation that night between the

ing both his nobility and worth, thought fit to encourage and 
enable bim for his ſervice; and therefore, by his letter from 


Weſtminſter 20th January 1634, ordered the Deputy to call 8

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conſiſting of a Captain, Lieutenant, Cornet, and 
and one hundred and one horſemen ; and 25th 
May 1639, made Cuſtos Rotulorum of the coun- 
ty of Kilkenny; alſo in 1640 advanced to the 
command of a regiment of horſe, with the pay 
of 11. 108. a day; and 16th September appoint- 
ed Lieutenant- General of the horſe, at 41. a 
day, and commander in chief of all the forces 
in Ireland, in the abſence of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant Strafford, which were then raiſed by 
that Earl, and rendezvouled at Carrickfergus, 
to aſſiſt the King againſt the Scots; but were the 
ſame month (upon the pacification) ordered to 
be diſbanded, which was not executed till June 
1641. 

On 23d October that year the abelian broke 
out, and his Lordſhip being then at his houſe in 
Carrick, the Lord Juſtice, by an expreſs, noti- 
fied the diſcovery of the plot ; adviſed him to 
ſtand upon his guard; to make the belt provi- 
ſion he could for the defence of the country 
about him; and deſired him preſently to repair 
to Dublin with his troop of horſe: and the King 
referring the whole buſineſs of Ireland to the

| | Ormond 
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Ormond (that the army might be led by att 

honourable and promiſing perſon) Lieutenant 
General; who being approved by the King, as 
one, who, by his relations, integrity, and quality, 
was pitched on as the fitteſt perſon for that em- 
ployment, his Majeſty confirmed him therein by 
his letter from Edinburgh of the 3 iſt of that 
month : in which ſtation he behaved with inde - 
fatigable activity and undaunted reſolution; for, 

as ſoon as an army could be raiſed, he marched 


from Dublin (3 iſt January), took the caſtle of 


Lyons, routed the rebels at Kilfaghlan, ſecured 
Naas with a garriſon, and placed in the town a 
new ſovereign, cight burgeſſes, and fifty families 
of deſpoiled Proteſtants; and having loſt a trum- 
peter with four ſoldiers, by the garriſon of Tip- 
per, he marched thither, and cauſed it, with all 
therein, to be blown up; after which, 15th 
April 1642, he gained a very ſignal victory over 
the Iriſh army under the Lord Mountgarret at 

' Kilruſh, on his march from Athy to Dublin, 
killing ſeven hundred men, and taking all their 
ammunition, the General's waggon drawn by 
eight oxen, and twenty colours. For this great 


ſervice he received (8th Auguſt) a letter of 
thanks 
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thanks from the parliament, dated 25th April, 
with & jewel of 6201. value; and the King, on 
his part, by privy ſeal dated at Nottingham 23d 
Auguſt 1642, directed a full diſcharge to be 
given him, of what mortgages and debts he ſtood 
engaged for to thoſe in actual rebellion, and for 
which the ſaid mortgages were given; and alſo 
by patent, dated at the ſame place the 3oth of 
that month, created him Marquis of Ormond. 

In November 1641 he was joined in commiſ- 
ſion with the Lord Mountgarret, to govern and 
command ſuch forces as they ſhould raiſe, and 
be armed by the ſtate, for the defence of the 
county of Kilkenny; and 11th January 1642, 
commiſſioned, with others, to receive the pro- 
poſitions of the Iriſh confederate recuſants. In 
March 1642, he took the caſtles of Caſtlemar- 
tin, Kildare, Tully, and Timolin; whence 
marching to Roſs, he obtained, on the 18th, a 
complete victory, though at a great diſadvan- 
tage, over General Preſton. Soon after which, 
2 propoſal being ſet on foot by the King, for a 
ceſſation of arms with the Iriſh far one whole 
year, he was appointed to conclude it by the 
. Wes > | King's 
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King's Aetters, dated at Oxford 23d April, 3d 
May, and 31ft July 1643, and by commiſſion 
under the great ſeal, dated at Dublin 3iſt Au- 
guſt, authorizing him to treat and conclude for 
his Majeſty, and in his name, with his ſaid ſub- 
jects, upon a ceſſation of arms for one whole 
year, to begin at ſuch time as to him ſhould be 
thought fit, and upon ſuch articles and agree- 
ments, as to him ſhould ſeem neceſſary for his 
Majeſty's ſervice ; or otherwiſe to break off the 
treaty, as he ſhould ſee cauſe. Accordingly he 
concluded the treaty 15th September, by which 
they were to pay 30,8001. and fend fuccours to 
the King in England: and 16th November his 
lordſhip ſent to England about two thouſand : 
men; and 3d December thirteen hundred foot 
and one hundred and forty horſe, under the 

command of Colonel Robert Byron. 
The ceſſation being thus concluded, his in- 
fvence, fidelity, and diligence, became fo con- 
ſpicuous, that it was thought neceſſary to confer 
upon him the government of the kingdom; and 
accordingly being appointed by the King at Ox- 
—_ "or November ch Lord Lieutenant,

of Ireland, he was ſworn 21ſt January follow- 
ing; and 23d March had a reverſionary grant 


of the government of the fort of Duncannon, 
after the death of Laurence Lord Eſmond, with 
an augmentation of the warders from thirty to 
an hundred; and that nobleman dying 26th 
March 1645, he had a grant thereof 5th De- 
cember 1646, for life. The Iriſh agents pre- 
ſenting to the King ſeveral propoſitions in order 


to a firm and ſettled peace; his Majeſty appoint- 


ed the Marquis of Ormond, by commiſſion da- 


ted at Buckingham 24th June 1644, to treat 


concerning the eſtabliſhment of a firm and per- 


fect peace in Ireland; and if he found it not 


reaſonable to conſent to ſuch propoſitions as 
| ſhould be made for a full peace, then to con- 


clude upon a further ceſſation of arms. By virtue 


of this commiſſion he concluded a peace, con- 
fiſting of thirty articles, which was ſigned and 
ſealed 28th March 1646; whereby the Iriſh 


were to furniſh a body of ten thouſand men for 
the ſervice of the King againſt the parliament : 


and he had a commiſſion 17th Auguſt, autho- 
rizing him to give out commiſſions for raiſing 


officers, 
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officers, as well natives of Ireland, as others his 
Majeſty's ſubjects. 

Nie continued in the government until the 
year 1647, when, with the King's approbation, 
he concluded a treaty with the parliament's com- 
miſſioners, 18th June, for delivering into their 
hands the next day all the garriſons of the king- 
dom, which he did, together with the city of 
Dublin; and 28th July the Regalia of the go- 
vernment. He then left the kingdom, and 
landed 2d Auguſt at Briſtol; about which time 
the Ring being delivered by the Scots to the 
Engliſh army, and brought a priſoner to Hamp- 
ton Court, he attended his Majeſty there, who 
received him with extraordinary grace, as a per- 
| ſon who had ſerved him with great zeal and fide- 
lity, and with the utmoſt univerſal teſtimony of 
all good men. After ſome ſtay in England, he 
embarked on board a ſhallop, in the obſcure and 
unguarded port of Haſtings in Suſſex, (25th De- 
cember) which ſafely tranſported him to Dieppe 
in Normandy; whence he waited on the Queen 
and Prince of Wales at Paris, by whom he 
was conſulted in every tranſaction, being the 


perſon 
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perſon moſt depended upon to begin to *. a 
turn to their fortune. 

Here he held a cloſe correſpondence with the 
Lord Inchiquin, on whoſe promiſe to prepare 
the province of Munſter to receive him, as the 
King's Lord Lieutenant, he ventured over, and 
arrived at Cork 29th September 1648 ; whence 
11thOcober he went to his houſe of Carrick, and 


there treated of peace with the commiſſioners of 


the general aſſembly, which (17th January) was 
ſolemnly confirmed and proclaimed at Kilkenny; 
on the 3oth of which month the King being be- 
headed, the Marquis received the news with in- 


expreſſible grief, and a ſuitable reſentment ; and 


17th February King Charles II. continuing him 


Lord Lieutenant he cauſed him to be ſolemnly | 


proclaimed 19th March, and uſed his utmoſt en- 


deavours to recover the kingdom to his obedi- 


ence ; which proving ineffectual, he appointed 


the Marquis of Clanrickard his Deputy; and 


again leaving Ireland 6th December 1650, ar- 
rived ſafe in France, where he gave the Queen 


an account of the condition of the kingdom; 


and for theſe his ſervices to his King and coun- 
- oo 
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try, was excepted from pardon for life or eſtate, 


by Cromwell's act of parliament for the ſetrle- 
ment of Ireland. 
When the King: returned to Paris * his FR 


feat at Worceſter, he was ſworn of the privy 


council; and conſtantly attending his Majeſty, 


was conſulted by him in all his affairs. In 1654, 
with great ſteadineſs of ſpirit, he brought the 
Duke of Glouceſter from the Queen at Paris 

to the King at Cologne, to prevent his being 


perverted in his religion; and ſoon after attended 


the Princeſs Royal from the Hague to the King; 
as he did his Majeſty in his journey to Frankfort; 
and was preſent at the interview with the famous 


Chriſtina, Queen of Sweden, at Koningſtein. 


In June following he was diſpatched to engage 


the Duke of Neuburg's intereſt, to diſpoſe the 


court of Bruſſels to eſpouſe the King's cauſe, 
and promote a treaty of alliance between their 
Britannic and Catholic Majeſties. When the 
King ſettled at Bruges, and raiſed four regi- 
ments, he gave the command of one, in De- 
cember 1656, to the Marquis, that the Iriſh 
might be tempted to come over and increaſe his 


forces; 
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forces; and by the Marquis's intereſt, the town 
of St. Ghiſlain, in which the French had a gar- 
riſon, was delivered up to the Spaniards in the 
beginning of 1657, a ſervice. of great import- 

ance, conſidering its vicinity to Bruſſels ; and in 
February after, he was preſent at the Duke of 
York's attempt upon Mardike, when he had his 
horſe killed under him. | 
Having been elected a Knight of hs Garter 
13th September N. S. 1649, he conſtantly wore 
the enſigns, though not inſtalled or inveſted with 
the habit till 15th April 1661; and on his Ma- 
jeſty's reſtauration was appointed, iſt June 1660, 
Lord Steward of the houſhold, ſworn of his 
privy council, made a Lord of his bed-chamber, 
and ſoon after Lord Lieutenant of the county, of 
Somerſet, High Steward of the city and liberties 
of Weſtminſter, Kingſton, and Briſtol ; and was 
reſtored to the chancellorſhip of the univerſity 
of Dublin, which he had held before the uſur- 
pation, and ſoon redreſſed the evils which had 
befallen it in that period. In conſideration of 
his diſtinguiſhed loyalty, ſervices, and ſufferings, 
he was created a Peer of England 20th July 
1660, 
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1660, by the titles of Baron Butler of Llantho- 


ny, and Earl of Brecknock. On zoth Novem- 
ber 1660, the King, by his declaration from 


Whitehall, appointed the Duke of Albemarle, 
and the Marquis, truſtees for the ſeveral towns 


of Ireland, and other the ſecurities for the fatif- 
faction of the arrears of the forty-nine officers. 
On 7th February 1660, he was made Colonel 


of a regiment of horſe; and Captain of a foot 


company; and zoth March 1661, created Lord 


High Steward of England to aſſiſt at the coro- 
nation on the 23d April, in which ſolemn pro- 
ceſſion he walked immediately before the King, 


and carried St. Edward's crown, where with his 


Majeſty was crowned : and that very day (3oth 


March) was created Duke of Ormond in Ire- 
land, with the creation fee of 4ol. payable out of 
the Exchequer. And the county of Tipperary, 
which had been ſeized by King James I. was : 
reſtored by patent 2d April 1662, to which the 


| King added the County-Croſs of Tipperary ; 


which grants were confirmed by act of parlia- 


liament; and by the acts of ſettlement he was

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On 4th November 1661, he was declerd Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, to univerſal ſatis faction; 
and arriving at Dublin 25th July 1662, after a 
dangerous paſſage, (being the day of the ſame 
month, on which fifteen years before he had 
been compelled to deliver up the government to 
the Engliſh parliament) he continued in the ad- 
' miniſtration until 14 February 1668, when he 
was ſucceeded by John Lord Robarts, and the 


parliament of Ireland, as a teſtimony of their

by the Duke of Buckingham and other enemies) 


prevented his receipt of 98,2561. due to him, 
which made him all his life ſtruggle with many 


difficulties, and at his death leave debts of 
89,3241. 138. 10d. after having loſt for his loy- 
alty, beyond all profits received, 868, 590 l. 
168. 9d. His Majeſty by patent, dated at 


Weſtminſter 23d April 1662, having thought 
fit to raiſe in England a regiment of twelve

tranſport them into this kingdom, and to give

In Auguſt 1660, he prevailed with the 
King to fill the four archiepiſcopal, and twelve epiſcopal ſees 
with the moſt eminent men to be found among the Iriſh cler- 
gy ; at which time great endeavours being uſed to prevent 
the admiſſion of epiſcopacy, and the conſi!tution of the church 
of England, the clergy of IreJand addreſſed 8 tim 
for protection, and ſoon felt the good effects of his interpoſi- 
tion: and the grants he procured for them, drew from all 
the Biſhops in Dublin an addreſs of thanks, in the name of 
all the orthodox clergy of Ireland.

but only impeach him of high crimes and miſ- 
demeanors. . 
However, the violence of party overwhelm:

' mew, and the day after each at Ballyragget. Alſo gth Ja- 
nuary 1621 he had a further conſirmation thereof by two 
patents; and by virtue of che commiſſion of Grace, King 
Charles I. for the fine of 270l. gth February 1638 releaſed 
to him all his lands in the counties of Kilkenny and Wexford, 


confirming the aforeſaid privileges. 
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by the deſigns, which (as was confidently ſaid,

—[In conflaration hereof, it appears from the depoſition of 
William Parkinſon of Caſtlecomer, Eſq; that fo little were 
his Lordſhip's inclinations to take up arms againſt his Ma- 
jeſty, that Walter Butler of Poleſtown, Walter Bagenal of 
Dunleckny, and Robert Shee of Kilkenny, Eſqrs. were the

and the popiſh citizens of Kilkenny petitioned the reſt 
of the council of Kilkenny, that all the Engliſh Pro- 


teſtants there ſhould be put to death; whereunto Alderman 


Richard Lawleſs in excuſe anſwered, that they were all 
robbed before, and he faw no caule that they ſhould loſe 
their lives; and at divers other times, when it was preſſed 
that the Engliſh ſhould be put to death, the Lord Mount- 
garret, with his ſon Edmund, and his ſonein-· law Purcell, by 


their ſtrength, and means, aud perſuaſions, prevented) it, 
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with a numerous train to the city of Kilkenny, 
into which he was admitted, and there declared 
the reaſons of his taking poſſeſſion of it, and 
entering into arms; and by public proclama- 
tion ſtrictly enjoined all his followers not to 
pillage or hurt the Epgliſh inhabitants, either 
in body or goods; in which deſign for their 
preſervation he ſo far ſucceeded, that there was 
not the leaſt act of bloodſhed committed. 
Kilkenny being thus ſeized by his Lord- 
ſhip, he detached parties to ſecure other adja- 
cent towns, which was done with ſuch ſucceſs, 
that in the ſpace of a week, almoſt all the towns 
and forts in the counties of Kilkenny, Water- 
ford and Tipperary were in the power of theſe 
Iriſh forces; after which, being choſen by thoſe 
who proſecuted the ſame caufe, General of all 
the forces raiſed by the gentlemen of the coun- 
try, he marched into Munſter, and took the 
caſtles of Knockordane and Mallow; but the 
county of Cork inſiſting upon making a Gene- 
ral in their own province, he looked on himſelf 
to be principally levelled at, and retired with his 
forces into Leinſter, where he met the Earl of 
ro Ormond 
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Ormond with a powerful army, and gave him 
battle at Killruſh in the county of Kildare ioth 
April 1642; but being entirely defeated, he re- 
turned to Kilkenny, and was choſen Preſident 
of the ſupreme council, formed there 1 in the ſum- 
mer of 1642, 
On 18th March following he was at the bat- 


tle of Roſſe, fought by General Preſton againſt 
the Marquis of Ormond ; and in 1643, with his 
ſon Edmund (Roe) was at the taking of the 
caſtle of Borraſs in the Queen's County ; and 
with the Lords Netterville, Ikerrin, Upper- 
Offory and Caſtlehaven, at the ſiege of Ballyne- 
kill, which ſurrendered 5th May, after a ſiege 
firſt begun 26th November 1641, during which 
time about nine hundred men, women and chil- 
dren, endured much want and miſery, receiving 
very little relief from the ſtate, and no arms ac 
all; ſo that, upon the ſurrender, ſeven hundred 


and fifty-three were alive, the reſt being lain, 
and dead by ſickneſs. 


—He continued to 


act in this war, but with as great moderation 
and care of the diſtreſſed Proteſtants, as the 
violence of the times would permit him to ex-

EDMUND (Roe) the Fourth Viſcount Mount-
